Arc Becoming Americans. 
The United States government is go­ 
ing ahead on definite lilies in its man­ 
agement of the Indian problem. 
It is 
deliberately setting out to eliminate 
the Indian as such. The government 
is proceeding on the theory that the 
Indian is a desirable personage when 
he gives up his tribal relation®, pro 
ceeds to live as the whites do, earn­ 
ing his own way, and not b^r.g a 
ward of the nation—in other words, 
when he ceases to be an India I and 
blends with American citizenship. 
Sentiment and those with deep ven­ 
eration for the traditions of the past 
will probably cry out when they un­ 
derstand what the government is un­ 
dertaking to do 
about 
the 
Indian 
Many will probably insist that the n- 
61an should be preserved in his aborig­ 
inal character, as a relic of the past, 
just as they insist on the preservation 
of whatever has historic value. 
But

Indian with civilization. 
Mr. Leupp 
has given a quarter of a century to 
the study of the Indian problem. He is 
a trusted friend of the Indian and a 
believer iii him, and he believes that 
the best kindness the government can 
show to the red man is to help him 
to take up the white man’s burden 
and cease to be a nomad. 
There are two lilies on which Mr. 
Leupp and his aids are working. The 
first object is to break up the reserva­ 
tions and to get white men to settle 
on these reservations and mingle with 
the Indians. 
The other object is to 
encourage the Indian to leave the res­ 
ervation and go out and work by the 
day or week or month as the white 
man does, taking his chances with the 
white man. 
The results from these two methods 
are the same. 
They educate the In­ 
dian in the ways of the white man. Mr. 
Leupp says it is an education bv ab­ 
sorption. 
The Indian has brains, but 
he is ultraconservative. Go to the In­ 
dian and tell him he is to lie taught 
something and he will tell you he does 
not want to learn it. But if the Indian 
is set down in the midst of conditions 
where he can learn by observation and 
absorption he is apt to learn readily 
enough. This i sthe experience of the 
Indian Affairs officials. 
The Indian reservations are being 
broken up by the government steadi­ 
ly and opened to settlement. 
Lands 
are being allotted to 
individual 
In­ 
dians and tribal relations discontinued. 
It wll Itabe about a quarter century 
longer to complete this work. In the 
meantime, a great deal is being accom 
plished for the Indian by setting him 
to work.
